bottle bill 
from Uncle Sam? 


Before there bottle bill passed 
Massachusetts, odds are there will 
federal bottle law instead. Although the 
bill went down defeat our recent 
referendum, conservation and consumer 
forces have been sufficiently 
emboldened passage bottle bills 
Michigan and Maine, and their 
successful implementation Vermont 
and Oregon, push for legislation 
the national level. Last month, 
Environmental Action, the national 
conservation lobby, held conference 
Andover, Mass, drawing bottle-bill 
advocates from across the country 
map strategy for the effort. 

Representative James Jeffords 
Vermont and Senator Mark Hatfield 
Oregon have proposed federal bill 
which would require nickel deposit 
every beverage and bottle sold the 
US; flip-top cans would banned. 

The proposed legislation comes 
the heels recently released 
Environmental Protection Agency study 
which estimated that, federal bottle 
bill were passed, litter from containers 
would reduced 1.6 billion tons 
1980, against 5.3 billion tons without 


the bill. The EPA also reported that 
national deposit bill would save 
significant amounts aluminum, steel 
and glass. 

The Massachusetts Public Interest 
Research Group (MassPIRG), the Nader 
affiliate which sponsored the bottle bill 
the state referendum ballot, expects 
some strong lobbying for the 
federal bill. Steve Morgan MassPIRG 
said, will lobby and will encourage 
PIRG Washington lobby. Right 
now one the Massachusetts 
congressional delegation particularly 
pushing the bill, but don’t know 
anyone who’s against it. fact, 
think that most are with us.

vouring science fiction, learned from 
George Gamov’s books about 
concept the physical universe curved 
and closed itself. The implication 
was (and this was the part that got me) 
that you had telescope infinite mag- 


nification you could look out into 


and see the back your own head. The 
fiction universe curved much 
the same way. introduction 
the old television show told us, takes 
“from mind the outer 
But one region mirror im- 
age the other; the limits the fictional 
cosmos are found the depths our- 
selves. 

The first modern work science fic- 
tion, Mary Shelley’s Frankenstein, was 
inspired, like many later novels, 
scientific development the author be- 
lieved was imminent. Because con- 
temporary experiments applying electric 
shock everything from frogs corpses, 
Mary Shelley, along with many repu- 
table scientists her time, believed 
dead man might soon restored life. 
She was wrong, course. Like most sci- 
ence fiction, Frankenstein failed miser- 
ably prophecy. But succeeded 
because scientist and Monster became 
myth, more significant 


attitudes towards ourselves and 


our creations than accurate forecasts 
the future. 

The best always more important 
for what stirs within than for what 
tries tell the specific “shape 
things come.” The film that-name, 
scripted H.G. Wells 1936, accurate- 
predicted the Blitz (although his planes 
dropped poison gas), but when out- 
lined his vision Utopia learned more 
about the author’s prejudices than about

Travesties orgy for the 
literati, like rolling belletris- 
tic Mazola. But playwright Tom 
Stoppard, brandishing his facil- 
ity like some philological phal- 
lus, exhibits more imagination 
and technical bravura than in- 
means true, first thought, 
that this virtuosic burlesque 
The Importance Being Earn- 
est all style and substance, 
fair say that Stoppard 
handles his ideas more cleverly 
than cogently. teases with 
heady discussions artistic jus- 
tification and its relationship 
the politics social change, then 
defies you take any ser- 
iously. “Let them think cake!” 
seems say. And yet Trav- 
esties dalliance, mere 
game, ingenious enough 
make Sleuth look like Fish. 

What Stoppard has done 
Travesties, which won Tony 
the best play last year, not 
dissimilar what did 
Rosencrantz and Guildenstern 
Are Dead except that that 
earlier play wore his Pir- 
andellian precepts his sleeve; 
now wraps them verbal and 
vaudevillian crepe chine. 
R&G, Stoppard reexamined 
Hamlet from the point view 
those two interchangeable pawns 
demelancholize the Dane. 
Travesties, revamps The Im- 
portance Being Earnest in- 
clude James Joyce, Lenin and 
the Dadaist Tristan Tzara, all 
whom were, coincidentally, plot- 
ting their sundry revolutions 
neutral Switzerland during 
World War Playwright Stop- 
pard was intrigued the 
fact that while Lenin was stew- 
ing over imperialism the Zur- 
ich library and soon change 
the course history, Tzara and 
his anti-artistic compatriots 
were lambasting beauty near- 
cafes and sticking croissants 
their noses. Travesties be- 
gan, then, imaginary con- 
frontation between the Father 
Bolshevism, whose taste was de- 
cidedly bourgeois, and Dada. 

Later Stoppard learned that 
Joyce, too, had resided Zur- 
ich during the Great War, and 
wondered couldn’t work 
him into the melee. Perusing 
Richard Ellman’s biography 
Joyce, discovered that 1918 
Joyce had become involved with 
the English Players and man- 
aged production The 
tance Being Earnest which 
the central role Algernon 
Ernest, the other was 
played one Henry Carr, 
minor functionary with the Brit- 
ish Consular Service. Subse- 
quently, Carr and Joyce got into 
petty wrangle over who was 
pay for Algernon’s trousers; 
pers flared and the matter made 
court, where the Irish au- 
thor won the issue the pants 
but lost corollary slander suit. 
(“He said called him swin- 
and cad, the fraudulent 
bounder!” cootish Carr recalls 
Travesties.) Joyce took his re- 
venge, immortalizing Carr and 
his superior, the British Consul 
that time, the besotted sail- 
ors the Circe section Ulys- 
ses. And Travesties Carr al- 
lowed 
ation. Joyce, insists, 
sponging, myopic Irish absurd- 
ity. 

Henry Carr, doughboy 
wounded and released “into the 
valley the invalided,” desk 
job Zurich, Stoppard found: 


John Wood Travesties: Would you buy used Carr from this man? 


the perfectly inconsequential 
successor Rosencrantz and 
Guildenstern. Carr, who first 
appears garrulous geezer 
still puttering about Zurich 
mules and bathrobe, free re- 
write history suit and fea- 
ture himself. This conceit 
perhaps the most ingenious 
thing about Travesties, all 
Stoppard’s tricks can thus 
chalked memory. And the 
old Stoppardian bugbear rela- 
tive truth gets chance dance: 
Carr was there thinks 
was. And recalls surrepti- 
tious soirees with Tzara and spy- 
ing Lenin for the British, 
well the old Joycean antago- 
nism. Best all, these events— 
factual and fantastical are in- 
extricably entwined Carr’s 
memory with his “personal tri- 
umph” Algernon The 
Being Earnest. 


What results melliflous, 
precisely organized pastiche 
artistic debate, war-time disil- 
lusion, dialectical materialism, 
diabolical wordplay and droll 
song-and-dance. Parody, para- 
dox and references that in- 
-fernal pair pants for Algie 


abound. While Joyce 


tutes artistic purism for Lady 
B.’s harridan hauteur, Tzara and 
the young Carr stand for Wilde’s 
fait aristocrats petulantly en- 
amored each other’s wards 
and relatives but here their 
banter runs less glib epigram 
than philosophic consider- 
ation the relationship 
chance art and international 
altercation. Most the wooing 
takes place the Zurich Public 
Library, where Gwendolyn, 
Carr’s sister, assisting Joyce 
with book based Homer’s 
Odyssey and the Dublin street 
directory for whilst Ce- 
cily, the pertly pinko librarian, 
plays Girl Friday Lenin. Tris- 
tan Tzara, whose library card 
identifies him Jack, snips 
poetry into tophat and sings 
the nonsense praises anti-art 
while, another section the 
reference room, Mr. and Mrs. 
Lenin inadvertently echo him 
(“da da” means “yes yes” 
Russian). 

Tzara and Joyce, natural ar- 
tistic antagonists, become ene- 
mies once removed the Earn- 
estine framework. But their 
arch Act encounter they dis- 
cuss not questionable lineage but 
artistic indulgence: Tzara ac- 
cuses Joyce turning art into 
embalmed religion; Joyce, 
flounce, advises the Dadaist 
acquire, possible, gen- 
ius before the season It’s 
all perfectly, frivolously delight- 
ful.

Emmylou Harris has small 
but solid core Nashville fans 
who claim her true C&W 
artist which, because cer- 
tain personal eccentricities 
taste and style, she probably 
ign’t. Most her rock-world 
supporters, including the press, 
tend lump her with the 
clique 
which she doesn’t really belong, 
either. fact, the best thing 
about Harris may that she 
neither sentimental bumpkin 
nor Malibu mannequin. Her 
soft twang lacks the true hick’s 
grinning stridency, and cer- 
tainly falls more pleasantly 
the ear than the non-accent, 
that bland gallimaufry pan- 
caked vowels and squishy con- 
sonants. Her material usually 
more universal, more ageless, 
than either country country- 
rock; she sings about heartbreak 
but not about suburbia, about 
outlaws (you can’t still wear blue 
jeans stage without dragging 
outlaws somewhere) but not 
about Her band 
sounds like just that her band 
rather than like meeting 
the circumspection club 
cageful restless egomaniacs. 
What really matters, course, 
whether you like her soprano 
clear Baez’s but lower- 
born, more sluttish, you will; 
strong Ronstadt’s but more 
emotional; without Dolly Par- 
ton’s ethereality but with 
added pathos. Harris knows her 
voice well and exploits skill- 
fully within its bounds. you’re 
susceptible her, she always 
gets strong subjective rise. 

Harris claims that Luxury 
Liner rocks harder than her pre- 
vious records, contention 
which seems based only 
the title cut and rather sweet 
version Chuck Berry’s 
Vie.” The songs are all fine 
anyway, especially the two rare 
Gram Parsons tunes and A.P.
